tivity on the docks, like other 
stoppages of essential business in 
Canada during the past year, gave 
a clear demonstration of the need.

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Canadian Labor Looks 
For The Good Life

The new militancy of 
labor. is often referred to 
as evidence of today’s 
ferment. 

One of the country’ s leading

The Rotting Log Is Host 
To Many Forms of Life

. The rotting long on the forest floor is more 
than just a tree-trunk attacked by decay — it 
is the means of livelihood 
for.a host of creatures, 
both. plant and animal and 
in the meantime it repre-, 
sents just one step in a 


Only one group of land animals is capable 
of digesting wood; this is the insect group. The 
larvae of several speciés of beetles regularly 
bore in downed timber, apparently breaking 
down the sawdust and using its components as 
food, Termites, sometimes. called ‘‘white 
ants,” also eat wood but they obtain 


cycle that involves all nourishment indirectly. Single-celled animals 
living things. in the termite gut carry on the actual digestive 
The fallen tree may process for the benefit of both themselves and 


their hosts. The end result of both beetle and 
termite activity is the same — a series of 
galleries that allows entry of other organisms 
which in turn hastens the destruction of the 
wood. 

The_non-eaters_of wood include .a_host_of 
creatures seeking homes or prey. Among the 
former are carpenter ants which excavate 
tunnels in which to set up residence and from 
which they can forage in search of food. In 
time these runways and other cavities within 
the log are used by centipedes, rove beetles, 
spiders and other predators and these in turn 
are stalked by salamanders, snakes and 
shrews.

down process is cortrolled by many factors: 


the amount of available moisture, the 
temperature, the organisms present and its 
own resistance to decay. A log completely 
immersed in water or dehydrated on a desert 
will last indefinitely; one in a warm, humid 
atmosphere will collapse in a rmaseaaced short 
time. 

Even before the trunk has fallen it. may 
have become populated with a few associates. 
Various lichens, mosses and ferns may -have 
become established on the bark and several 
kinds of fungi and insects may have invaded 
the dying wood within. When the log eventually 
comes to rest on the ground most of these 
inhabitants continue to flourish and they are 
joined by others. 

"Phe flora and fauna of a rotting log are of 
two types: those which simply use the log for 
attachment, for shelter or as a hunting ground, 
and those which actually consume the wood 
itself. The latter are relatively few in number 
bécause not many organisms can break down 
wood and use it as food. Fungi are probably 
the leaders in this activity. The minute living 
strands of these organisms finger their way 
through the woody tissues causing disintegra- 
tion which we call “rot.” Periodically their 
truiting bodies appear externally as bracket 
fungi, toadstools or mushrooms, their form 


depending upon the species. 


ak 


In the meantime various shrubs and tree- 
seedlings become established on the surface of 
the rotting log. Their roots penetrate the 
crumbling interior where they absorb materi- 
als released by tie break~<lown processes 
carried on by fungi and other micro- 
organisms. Eventually these root systems 
Teach the-soll and form a secure anchorage 
before the “nurse log’ completely disinte- 
grates. 

Thus the complex chemical components of a 
living tree may remain out of circulation but a 
short time after death. Mechanical and 
chemical destructive agents in the form of a 
diverse assemblage of living creatures soon 
reduce them to simpler substances: which are 
rapidly absorbed once. more into life processes.

On the personal level, the 
Japanese are usually most 
cordial. and ‘tolerant of the 
Americans living in their 
midst but rarely take them 
into their personal lives.

Americans - but the .Japanese 
sense of isolation from all 
foreigners. 


Distance Helps. 


When one travels, the further 
he gets from Tokyo, the more 
the Japanese will go out of 
their way to assist him. 

There have been. some 
small changes noticeable over 
the past-few years. Before, 
anti-American demonstrations 
have usually been impersonal 
to the point of chanting anti- 
American slogans one minute 
and joking with American 
bystanders the next. 

Now, there’s—an_ occasional 
direct, personal comment of 
the “Yankee, go home” 
variety. And“ recently there 
have been a couple of in- 
stances where American 
women were molested on the 
streets, an unheard of event 
not long ago.
